the third repulse, arid a portion of them 
occupied a kopje Hanked by the Scot- 
tish borderers and facing another kopje 
Hanked by the Yorkshires.

in silencing the Boer fire.

A company of Yorkshires was sent to 


clear out the Boers but the attempt 
failed 
The British then again .opened 


a heavy rifle fire which again silenced 
the Boers, who made several attempts to 
run but the maxims checked thorn. A 
small force got within one hundred and 
hfty yards of them and captured eighty 
prisoners, the remainder of the force 
.getting away.

"On Feb. 21 thirteen men of the

Scottish borderers wera 


wounded. 
On Feb. 22 a captain was 


severely .wounded. Six. men were yes- 
terday wounded by hollow-nosed Mau- 
ier bullets. Tlie nickel case'ls snt c:* o 
four, makius the propectile oj the most 
expansive and most explosive nature 
possible.'A wounded Boer was brought 
to our hospital yesterday with sixty 
of these bullets in his pockets. 


"During the advance to and" at 


Kimberley there were the 
following 


casualties: 'Eight men and two offi- 
cers killed, eleven officers1 and 'thirty- 
two men wounded, and one officer and 
forty-two men not accounted'-for.

MANY LIVES LOST ON 


NEW ENGLAND COAST 


THREE MEN BLOWN FROM A 


PIER IN A FIERCE WIND. 


Wrecks of Twenty eight Ships Show 


Storm's Work—Captain «nd Four 
Children Drown—Liner California 
Is Fast On the . Rocks and Doomed 
to Destruction. 


Boston. Mass., Feb. 
26—Many lives 


were offered up as a sacrifice to old Nep- 
tune aloug'the gale-swept coast of New 
England (Saturday night and shipping 
was damaged to the extent of several 
hundred thousand dollars. 
Six are 


known to have perished and it is believed 
that later reports will seriously increase 
the list. 


The southwesterly gale came on sud- 


denly and with hurricane force, accom- 
panied by sharp Hashes 0? lightning 
and terrific peals of thunder. It traveled 
the entire coast, sweeping before it every 
craft outside sate havens. 


Many Ships lire Wnwkeil. 


The storm was severest in Narragan- 


sett and Boston bays and Portland and 
Bangor harbors. 
Reports from these 


places show that one big ocean steam 
ship, two barges and at least twenty 
five sailing vessels were wrecked. When 
telegraphic communication is re estab- 
lished with other exposed points along 
the coast the damage will undoubtedly 
be multiplied. 


Down in Narragasett bay a barge 


foundered and a captain and his four 
children perished. At Rock Island tha 
storm was of the nature of a cyclone 
and several men were blown from a pier, 
one ot whom was drowned. Here *n 
Boston harbor two coal barges were 
wrecked, but the crews were rescued by 
government life savers

In Portland 
harbor the Allan line 


steamer Californian,' with twenty one 
passengers, a crew of seventy-five men 
and a cargo ot grain and 
merchandise 


worth "$350,000, lies on a ledge a hope- 
less wreck. Her passengers and mobt 
of her crew remained on board all day, 
but they are in no immediate danger, 
and when the sea subsides today all will 
be taken off by tugs. Meantime life- 
saving crews are on the watch, prepared 
to render sucaor should there be any 
indication of the big steel vessel break- 
ing up.

"The Kev. Dr Parkhurst who knows 


more about the effect of these laws than 
any living man has demonstrated time 
and again that they are totally ineffect- 
ive, These laws have reduced the entire 
police'force with, of course, the usual 
exceptions, to a gang of criminals.

Mob Threatened to Hang Him—Cared

Before Judge B. F Duuwiddie of this 


city, at Jefferson on Saturday, a jury, 
after being out thirty minutes, brought 
in a verdict acquitting George McCourt 
of alleged murder 
The case is cf spe- 


cial locul interest, as MuCourt at the 
time of his arrest was brought to Janes- 
villa and lodged in jail here, to prevent 
him being lynched at the hands of a 
Jefferson county mob. 


Tho jury found George McCourt of 


the town of Lake Mills, not guilty of 
murdering John Roehl. 


The trouble for which McCourt was 


tried grew out of putting a fence across 
a right-of way. For a long time there 
had been trouble between the two fami 
lies over this right of-way. 
It seems 


that McCourt WHS using the ground 
while hauling some; hay. He was cutting 
up the sod and spbiltrigrth'e'igrBBS. 


The Roehls had placed some rails on 


the ground to prevent McCourt''from 
driving over it. 
The .'morning of Marcl 


11 McCourt went after sotuo hay. 
Tbj 


Roehl boys, John, aged 21, and his 
brother, aged 17, were cutting wood 
near by. 
When McCourt saw the rails 


on the ground be gototf the load of hay 
to remove the rails, when the oldest of 
th» boys stepped up to prevent him 
from doing so. 


This incensed McCourt so that he 


struck John Roehl over the head with 
the pitchfork he had in his hand. The 
younger brother then fame to assist the 
other, when McQourt laid him out with 
the pitchfork. Just one week later John 
Roehl. the oldest of the two boys, died 
from the injuries received. The'youog 
er boy lingered for a long time between 
life and death—his mind being affected, 
and it was thought would remain so. 
but finally he recovered.

"Pancake Tue»day"—Name Giren in 


England to the Day Before Ash

Among the earliest practices attending 


tho establishment of the Christian church 
.was the instituting of a series of anui- 
versaries and holy days, calculated to 
impress upon the winds of its followers 
the -most important events connected 
with-the lite and death of the Christ, 
and the virtues and good works of the 
apostles and evangelists. 


One ot the holy days so established 


was Shrove Tuesday, occuring this year 
on February 27. This day .immediately 
proceeds Ash Wednesday', and is the last 
of a period of days .-called,}!! „ thp/early 
Church of England, Shrovetttle\frbm the 
Anglo-Saxon word. •'Scrifan*'— to shrive, 
to confess—which in its broadest sense 
imulied confession-as an antecedent to 
absolution. 


In their earlics'inception, these were 


days of preparation for the penitectial 
season of Lent, and it was the practice 
of the people at this time to confess 
their sins and receive the sacrament, 
thus qualifj ing themselves f o r a more 
religious observance of the forty days' 
fast.

Scotland Shrove Tuesday was 


known us Easter's e'en and belle were 
rung at an 
early hour in both thai 


country and England to remind the 
people to make confession to and seek 
forgiveness from the priests.

purpose of flanking the enemy. .Thir- 
teen miles from Potam the river force, 
which was commanded by Torres per- 
sonally, encountered the Indians, who 
were well fortified. 
The soldiers as- 


saulted the works: and the 
gunboat 


threw shells from the river. 


The Indians had procured a Maxim 


gun from the United States, which is 
supposed to have been 
smuggled in 


with mining machinery, and this was 
used to good advantage.

the Indians ,swept- the decks of the
